“I don’t know her personal 
feelings on coming back to 
Martin," he added, “for right 
now her major problem is 
getting back into the United 
States. We’re hoping that she 
can get back in and that we'U 
soon be receiving an ap¬ 
plication from her for another 
job, but this is certainly not 
anything definite. 
Immigration and 
naturalization laws are really 
strict 

“We recognize the fact that 
she was a very important part 
of this International 
Program," Provost Jimmy 
Trentham said "Dr. 
Eisterhold. in my opinon, did 
all he could. He came to us to 
ask for whatever help we 
could offer. He and Dr. 
Watkins both did all they 
could. It’s just that these 
immigration laws are very 
strict even when an honest 
mistake has been made 

"Dr. Eisterhold and all of us 
had not heard a word of this 
until just a few days ago," he 
continued. “It came as a real 
shock to me personally that 
such a serious penalty was

plained. “Dr. Watkins and Dr 
Trentham were both real big 
helps to us in appealing this 
case, but we were simply 
informed of all this too late. 
The time factor was an agent 
against us. We even had an 
aide of Senator Brock's 
worxing on this for us.” 

Eisterhold said Lua had 
told him that according to her 
attorney if she took a per¬ 
manent job then this would be 
sufficient cause for per¬ 
manent residence rather than 
deportation. This job would be 
represented by her position 
at UTM. Her attorney 
collected $500 for these ser 
vices but soon afterwards 
dropped the case due to the 
illness. This is when she (Lua) 
came to Eisterhold. 

"I haven't had a chance to 
talk with her attorney,” 
Eisterhold said, "so right now 
I don’t know the exact 
reasons she had for dropping 
the case other than her (at¬ 
torney's) illness. I can’t un¬ 
derstand however, why she 
didn’t refer Irma to another 
attorney.” 

Lua left Martin Monday for 
New Orleans where she would 
then leave for Manila in the 
Philippines. According to 
Eisterhold, no further action 


will be taken until he receives 
a letter from her after she has 
gotten settled in the Philip¬ 
pines again She has not been 
in the Philippines in eight 
years. 

"Irma loves being in the 
United States,” he said. “She 
proved this when she volun¬ 
tarily left. Had she stayed past 
the 24th of this month she 
would have been in open 
defiance of the law. As I un¬ 
derstand it she is going to 
appeal again and try to get 
back into the United States.” 

Eisterhold said that her 
mother lives in New Orleans 
and should be granted per¬ 
manent citizenship due to her 
recent marriage to a United 
States citizen. He explained 
that Lua will be allowed to 
return to the U.S. as soon as 
her mother petitions for her 
return. This is a process 
termed the Second Preference 
Petition. The only disad¬ 
vantage to this is that it could 
take up to several months. 
Eisterhold said that he saw no 
feasible way for her to return 
to the U.S. before January 1. 

"We feel really a great 
loss,” Eisterhold said “Irma 
was very qualified for her job 
and it will be hard to find a 
replacement, but we are

Irma Lua, coordinator and 
teacher in the Intensive 
English Language Training 
Program at UTM, left the 
United States Monday in 
response to an order from the 
U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Bureau, ac¬ 
cording to Dr. John 
Eisterhold, director of the 
International Program. 

According to Eisterhold, the 
reasons for her departure are 
very complex, but they dealt 
primarily with an alleged 
failure on her part to report a 
change of address to the 
Immigration Bureau back in 
1970. 

"A failure to report a 
change of address to the 
Immigration Bureau if one is 
an alien is automatic grounds 
for deportation,” Eisterhold 
said, "but in Irma’s case there 
was an apparent misun¬ 
derstanding. 

"She told us that she un 
derstood that all had been 
taken care of and that her 
attorney had handled all the 
appropriate filing,” he added 
Lua's attorney, however, 
just nine days ago dropped her 
as a client due to an illness 
which required 
hospitalization The attorney 
had been hired by Lua for the 
purpose of appealing the 
decision by the Immigration 
Bureau to have her leave the 
country. She was given until 
October 24 to leave 
“We didn’t hear about all of 
this until very later” 

Eisterhold said “Apparently,

“It appears we are just 
about right,” White said. “The 
only possible need that will 
come out of this survey is 
the need for non-commuter 
areas." He emphasized that 
this too was just a possibility. 

White said UTM is presently 
in the process of constructing 
a parking area for Browning 
Hall. He said when the con¬ 
struction started, the parking 
area near Browning could no 
longer be used and the lot 
across from the Wesley 
Interfaith Center changed 
from commuter to staff.

Ed Neil White, director of 
Safety and Security, says he 
sees no reason for any com¬ 
plaints about the available 
parking situation. 

“Any student, whether 
residence hall student or 
commuter, is within ten 
leisurely walking minutes 
from any academic building 
on campus (in any of the 
parking lots)," White said. "I 
don’t see why there should be 
any complaint at all about 
parking because of that fact.” 
White said he thought some of 
the complaints came from 
those who arrived late and 
wanted to park close to the 
building they would be in, so 
as to be able to get to class on 
time 

“Compared with other in¬ 
stitutions, I think we are very 
fortunate to have the parking 
areas we have," White said. 
He said many metropolitan 
universities only had one 
parking space for every three 
to five cars. UT Knoxville has 
3000 commuter places for 
10,000 vehicles. UTM had, last 
year, one parking space for 
each 1.8 vehicles. 


“Every hour on the hour we 
counted the cars in each 
consecutive parking lot,” 
White said. He said this 
continued for 72 hours, and the 
survey was done on Monday 
and Wednesday because these 
were the days when the lots 
utilized the highest. 

White said the highest 
utilization of staff areas was 
at 10 a.m. when an average of 
87 percent of the areas were 
used. The commuter lot 
utilization was also highest at 
10 a.m when 66 percent of the 
areas were in use. The non¬ 
commuter lots were the 
highest utilized, with an 
average of 99 percent used. 


According to a parking 
survey which was done by 
Safety and Security, there 
should be parking space 
available for all staff, com¬ 
muters, and non commuters. 
There are presently 487 staff 
spaces, 944 commuter spaces, 
1,021 non-commuter spaces, 
and 337 non-designated spaces 
which include limited time 
zones and streets where 
parking is permitted. 

White said Safety and 
Security had counted the cars 
in each parking lot on Mon¬ 
day, Tuesday, and Wednesday 
of last week White said they 
began counting at 1 a.m. 
Monday.

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New calendar proposal 
deserves consideration 
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Student* should take advantage of the op¬ 
portunity now being given them to vote for the 
academic calendar featuring the split Winter 
Quarter 

The voting, open this month to all University 
students, offers the possibilities of last year's 
calendar, this year's calendar, and the new 
split-term proposal The split Winter Quarter 
would begin in early December, run for ap¬ 
proximately three weeks, then end with five or 
six weeks of study following New Year’s. The 
idea collected the most total votes in a faculty 
poll and deserves the same vote from the 
students 

The major disadvantage of the old calendar, 
which featured a late September start, was the 
late ending to Spring Quarter With the job 
market as tight as it is, students leaving here in 
early June would be severely hampered in their 
efforts to find employment, especially when 
semester schools finish their spring term 
in May A reversion to the old calendar would 
be of little help to the students when summer 
rolled around 

The calendar now in effect, though 
highlighted by the useful Interim Term, has the 
same basic drawback Despite the early 
September start, the Spring Quarter still does 
not end until early June. The advantages of 
Interim Term are counteracted by this crucial 
financial drawback. It is not going to save as 
much energy as originally hoped, either, thus 
eliminating one of its major advantages 

The obvious advantage to the split Winter 
Quarter calendar is its early ending - students 
would be able to find jobs lasting from 


Memorial Day to Labor Day and graduating 
seniors would be on equal footing with the 
semester school job-seekers Students wishing 
to go to Summer Quarter would also prefer the 
new schedule as studies could be completed 
earlier in August 

It would also provide students with a much- 
needed Winter Quarter break, something that 
has been desired for years. Ohio State 
University has adopted a similar plan and it is 
apparently the choice of most of the students 
there. The split session would also be ad¬ 
vantageous for the sports program, with the 
student break paralleling the sports break to a 
great extent 

The drawbacks would obviously include the 
problems encountered by splitting the subjects 
up, with the students forgetting much of the 
work over the Christmas holidays Classes 
could be arranged to take maximum advantage 
of the split, however, and the faculty vote in¬ 
dicates tlieir willingness to give it a try. 

The Chancellor should be commended for 
allowing students to have input into the 
decision-making process It is an indication 
that he wants campus opinion, and his decision 
will undoubtedly be influenced by what the vote 
tally is. If a major change like the split Winter 
Quarter is to implemented, there will have to 
be input favoring it. 

Students should seize this opportunity to vote 
for a bold, aggressive calendar change like the 
split session proposal. Their votes could, in¬ 
deed, decide the outcome of a decision that will 
have important effects on everyone involved.

At least the tight money and 
high fees will weed out many 
who attend a higher learning 
establishment merely for the 
prestige or because Mom and 
Dad say they should go. 
However, financial walls are 


also keeping many bright and 
deserving students, as well as 
professors. away from 
school 

The ultimate effects of (lie 
seemingly uncaring attitude 
of the government toward 
higher education are un- 
forseeable Clearly, state 
legislatures are shying away 
from higher education in their 
allocations, perhaps viewing 
these schools as bad in¬ 
vestments wih few ap¬ 
preciable gains If this be the 
case, someone needs to clue 
these people in about higher 
education 

The gain of society is im¬ 
measurable Institutions of 
higher learning turn out 
educated and clear-thinking 
men and women whose 
educational experiences lend 
prespective to the problems 
we face, provide leaders, and 
initiate new thoughts and 
ideas in many fields. Without 
higher learning, the world 
would fall into a new dark age 
of superstition and stagnant 
thought. 

Legislators must be made to 
see this SGA is involved in the 
effort to upgrade the funding 
of Tennessee Colleges and 
Universities.

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God-most valuable thing in universe 
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Lack of video equipment 
hampers course quality 


The situation currently being experienced by 
students taking the new course “The History of 
Films" is one that is a disgrace to the entire 
university 

The course, designed to acquaint students 
: with the films of various countries and times, 
; has attracted a great deal of student interest. It 
is ably taught, and coupled with the series of 
films brought here each Monday night. It offers 
a great deal to the study of the medium 

Its effectiveness has been severely ham 
pered by the lack of a video-tape projector, 
however. The communications program has 
access to several top-quality video-tapes of fine 
movies, and it was originally intended that one 
such video-tape be shown each week in class 
On two separate weeks, though, no projector 
was available and that portion of the class had 
to be canceled. 

Much of the problem stems from the current 
financial difficulties plaguing the entire 
campus, and that is unavoidable. For com¬ 
munications not to have a projector is tragic, 
certainly, but money has apparently not been 
available. When it is, the department should 
receive not only a projector but also some other 


needed supplies. Communications includes 
films. 

The School of Liberal Arts has a machine that 
could have been used by the class, but it has 
been inoperative for some time. Problems have 
also arisen in connection with borrowing a 
projector from other departments despite the 
abundance of them on campus It is safe to say 
that a new course has enough problems without 
having to worry with the lack of essential 
materials. This course is no exception. It is 
analagous to a biology course without a lab 
equipment. 

The student is the real loser, and that is the 
basic problem Each student paid for the class 
with his fees, and the fact that they are not 
receiving the total class is nothing less than 
cheating the students Arrangements should be 
made to provide the necessary projectors the 
rest of the quarter. 

In the future, the University should make 
sure that the proper materials are available 
before a course is offered to the paying 
students Such incidents do nothing but lessen 
the effectiveness of the entire University. 


UTM Student Counselors 
bridge administration gap 


Value 

What is the most valuable 
thing in the universe’’ Nature 1 ’ 
It's nice, but not the most 
valuable. Social acceptance, 
intellectual achievement, or 
political utopia are good, but 
not essential. What about 
man? Man is the apex of all 
creation, but no; he’s not the 
most valuable. Combine all of 
creation, the sum total of all 
the universe, yet it still does 
not stand as absolute value. 

The question is raised, 
“Who can know what is the 
most valuable thing in the 
universe?' ’ It would have to be 
someone who knew all truth 
and value, and could without 
personal bias say, “This is the 
most valuable!” Therefore, 
there is only one who can 
qualify to answer: God. 

Three fundamental realities 
about the nature of God 
follow: 1) God is uncreated 
There never was a beginning 
to His existence nor will there 
be end. 2) God is love. He 
cannot and will not make a 
selfish choice. 3) God is om¬ 
niscient (all knowing) He has 
never done a foolish thing or 
chosen incorrectly. God 
always chooses first and 
above all else that thing which 
is most valuable, and He must 
do so. 

As God (since He is the only 
one qualified) searches the 
universe to answer this 
question, there is only one 
conclusion to which He can 
come. Not nature, not social 
acceptance, intellectual 
achievement, nor political 
utopia, not man, not the sum 
of all creation, but his own 
unchangeable Being is most 


valuable Therefore, He most 
choose that first, not based on 
His own will but on the basis of 
His nature. 

If the moral law of the 
universe was based on God's 
will (free choice), then good 
and evil would be reversed 
tomorrow by God’s changing 
His will. However, moral 
obligation is not arbitrary but 
based on God's uncreated 
nature, which is un¬ 
changeable. If God is good, 
then He must always make the 
unselfish choice for the 
greatest good 

God has told us, “BE YE 
HOLY FOR I AM HOLY.” In 
other words, choose that thing 


because that is what I do. 
"THOU SHALT LOVE THE 
LORD THY GOD WITH ALL 
THY HEART, SOUL AND 
MIND.” God has not simply 
asked us to repent (turn from 
our foolishness), but has 
commanded us. 

If we are only asked to 
repent, then God would have 
no reason to judge those who 
refuse as transgressors 
Asking one to do something 
gives that person the 
perrogative to do it or not. 
Therefore, sin is not merely 
rebellion against God but 
anarchy, that is. denying that 
God has the right to be God in 
the world or in your life. 


God spoke through His 
prophet Isaiah saying, 
“Behold the hand of the Lord 
is not shortened that He 
cannot save; neither is His ear 
heavy that He cannot hear, 
but your iniquities have 
separated you between you 
and your God, and your sins 
have hidden His face from you 
that He will not hear. All we 
like sheep have gone astray; 
we've turned everyone to his 
own way, and the Lord has 
laid on Him the iniquity of us 
all.

My View 

College students are often 
subject to special promotions 
for magazines, travel, em¬ 
ployment, etc. Many times 
these special offers are 
straight forward advertise¬ 
ments that really do present 
bargains or tender services 
beneficial to the great 
majority of students. 

Frequently, however, there 
are promotions advertised in a 
misleading manner and could 
possibly induce a student to 
make an investment which, if 
he had the correct facts, he 
might not have otherwise 
made. An interesting case in 
this regard is that of the ski 
vacations being publicized on 


bulletin boards around 
campus. 

1976 Great Ski Carnivals. 
Your eye should be attracted 
to such an offer. You might 
become even more interested 
as you glance down the page 
and see; ASPEN $119, 
MOUNT SNOW, VERMONT, 
$89, STEAMBOAT, 
COLORADO, $109. These are 
the main headlines on the pink 
(no outside subversion, 
though) ski vacation leaflets 
scattered across campus. But, 
if you look closer you will find 
out that the vacation in Aspen 
does not cost only $119, the 
Mount Snow trip does not total 
just $89, and the Steamboat 


The seemingly unbndgable chasm between 
the ordinary UTM student and the President of

The PACER * stand against 
excellence in teaching and 
teachers doing their utmost 
for students was a bit 
disappointing (“McGehee's 
Talk Exhibits Insufficient 
Understanding”, Sept 25 
issue). 

In the September 18 news 
story on Dr. McGehee’s 
faculty convocation address 
the lead sentence stated, 
"McGehee called for faculty 
members to strive for con¬ 
tinued academic excellence.” 
The next week you critized 
him for sounding that theme, 
observing, "you can't get 
more milk if ya don't feed the 
cow." 

Sirs, the General Assembly 
of our state dictated to Dr. 
McGehee and the other ad¬ 
ministrators of state cam¬ 
puses that salaries would not 
be allowed to rise reasonably 
As I worked for the House of 
Representatives during their 
last session and saw the 
relevant legislation formed, it 
became only too clear that the 
administrators were put in a 
position where they are not 
legally able to pay the faculty 
members anything near their 
deserved financial com¬ 
pensations IE. reasonable 
and justified salary raises are 
impossible due to state law. 

So. if you. the editors of the 
PACER, were put in the 
Chancellor's position, what 


would you do? Would you 
address the men and women 
who are obviously underpaid 
and tell them, "Don’t worry 
about doing your best, you're 
getting poor pay so if you do 
an average job it's more than 
the state paying you for?” 

I think not. Not if you 
believe in those people. Not 
If you think UTM's faculty has 
done and will continue to do an 
outstanding job, one that they 
never have nor ever will be 
adequately rewarded for 
monetarily. 

From hours of con¬ 
versations with Chancellor 
McGehee, I know he worries 
constantly about the 
predicaments the teachers 
face. I know, too, he believes 
in the faculty here. No, not in 
each individual teacher, but in 
the vait majority of them. He 
believes they are dedicated to 
the students and to excellence 
in higher education. 

The legislature has wronged 
the teachers and for the 
moment that's a condition 
they cannot change. Given 
that, the greatest number will 
contin le to strive and excel 
and help those of us fortunate 
enough to learn from them 
That is what the Chancellor 
asked them to do and I find it 
hard to cirticize him for it. 

I beg to inform you, sirs, 
that the teachers I was 
privileged to study under were 
certainly not "cows”. They 
were some of the finest human 
beings I've been privileged to 
know Despite their in¬ 
sufficient "feed", they will do 
even finer jobs In the future 


because of their human 
qualities.

Take, for instance, the 
Steamboat, Colorado 
vacation Immediately under 
the $109 figure, in small print, 
you read “plus tax and tips 
*125 complete.” This “com¬ 
plete" total includes seven 
nights of accommodations and 
six days of lift tickets. 

But don’t think expenses 
stop there. That novice skier 
who does not have complete 
ski equipment can obtain five 
two-hour lessons for $35 and 
rent his skis, boots, and pies 
for six days at $36. Now, the 
total has reached $196. 

To spend this the student 
will have to go to Golden 
Spring, Colorado. The Student 
Ski Association, which 
arranges these ski vacations, 
also arranges for low-cost 
round trip air fares from 
major airports. From 
Memphis the special round 
trip fare to Denver is $122, a 
very reasonable figure, which 
added to the previous total 
makes $318 needed so far by 
our novice skier. 

But, wait, the novice skier is 
not yet to the skiing area 
because the plane took him 
only to Denver The shuttle 
bus, round trip, into Steam¬ 
boat is an extra *20, bring the 
total needed to $338.

To take advantage of the ski 
vacation offer the novice skier 
must first be a member of the 
Student Ski Association. The 
membership fee is *7. Total 
outlay to date-$345. 

That $345 total is predicted 
on the fact that our novice 
skier is on a week-long fast.

Voter registration drive 
being planned for campus

The SGA is presently in the 
process of getting information 
on the procedures for voter 
registration, according to Bill 
Nance, SGA secretary of 


communications. 

“We are presently engaged 
in preparing a voter 
registration drive for UTM 
students in Weakley County,” 
Nance said. “Letters and 
phone calls have been sent and 


registration is the postcard 
registration. He said in theory 
students could register for 
their home counties with the 
postcard registration. 

"The purpose of registering 
the students is not to dominate 
Weakley County politics,” Cox 
explained "The purpose is to 
get as many students involved 
in the democratic process as 
passible in hopes of furthering 
the cause of higher 
education.” 

Cox said he is a little con¬ 
cerned about the problems 
that might be encountered 
with the various election 
commissions and the election 
offices following the problems 
encountered at UT Knoxville. 

The Knox County Election 
Commission formally rejected 
approximately 5000 Knoxville 
students' postcard 
registration forms The 
registration forms were 
drawn up and printed by the 
UT Kgoxville student 
govetnavpm -j$psociatio»«., 
Haxsler and Charles Maner, 
county law director, had 
approved the forms, but 
Maner ruled that both ap¬ 
provals are “only advisory” 
and “not binding” on the 
commission. 

The Knoxville SGA has 
taken legal action on the 
behalf of the students against 
the Knox County Election 
Commission 

"We're trying to get all the 
information we can con¬ 
cerning the postcard 
registration in order to mount 
a voter registration drive,” 
Cox said. 

“There's more implied in 
registering the students than 
just having a lot of student 
votes," Cox said. Registration 
can help in the area of lob¬ 
bying for students’ rights, he 
explained.

is made by a committee 
composed of student and 
faculty." 

Sexton explained that to 
have been eligible for Who's 
Who a nominee must have 
been a junior, or senior who 


was expected to receive the 
bachelor's degree or higher 
between the dates of Sep¬ 
tember 1975 or June 1977. 
Each academic unit which 
grants baccalaurete degrees 
was permitted to nominate 
one student for every 25 junior 
and senior students enrolled 
during spring Quarter 4975. 

Each Umverstty approved 
student organisation could 
also nominate one student and 
certain administrative offices 
could nominate one student. 
Sexton said. 

The nominating ballot in¬ 
cluded three major 
categories; scholarship, 
participation and leadership 
in academic activities and co- 
curricular activities, and 
citizenship and service to 
school and community, with 
each category being of equal 
value. 

“The final selection from 
the pool of nominees was 
made by a committee com¬ 
posed of six faculty members, 
representing the academic 
degrees granting units, and 
five students," Sexton said. 

“I think the nominating and 
selection process itself is a 
very involved process,” 
Sexton stated. He explained 
that the reason was because it 
included student, faculty, and 
administration input.

A vehicle mock accident 
was held yesterday morning 
in the Chancellor’s front 
driveway for the purpose of 
emergency first aid training, 
according to Cile Grasfeder, 
assistant professor of physical 
education. 

This was for standard first 
aid training for Grasfeder’s 
professional physical 
education class. Grasfeder 
said first aid training has been 
held every quarter but not at 
this caliber 


"Everything concerning 
this accident was as close to 
the real thing as we could get 
it,” Grasfeder said. "Things 
got pretty gross but it 
provided first class ex¬ 
perience for the students." 

There were five groups of 
students, six to seven in each 
group, each of which had the 
responsibility of ad¬ 
ministering first aid to a 
victim. Some of the victims 
had multiple cuts and lashes 
and some had broken bones as 
well as severed limbs. 

The mock accident began as 
the victims were removed 
from the wrecked car which 
had been hauled to the 
driveway. It was a real car 
which had been taken from a 
junk yard. After the victims 
were removed they were 
treated by the five groups who 
administered the necessary 
first aid. They were loaded 
into the ambulances which 
were furnished by Leon Chism 
who is in charge of the Martin 
Intern Ambulance Service. 
The victims were then taken 
to a mock hospital which was 
the training room in the 
stadium. Ray Bickerstaff 
furnished the training room 
facilities. 

To prevent traffic confusion, 


Safety and Security blocked 
off local traffic so the am¬ 
bulances could get back and 
forth to the scene of the 
“accident.” 

The entire episode was 
viodeotaped for future 
presentation to other 
professional physical 
education courses. 


“I would like to say ‘thank-

Pacers win second 
in volleyball tourney

The Pacers, coming off of a 
tough 11-3 loss to powerful 
Jacksonville State, will try to 
regroup and make Saturday s 
homecoming game against 
Delta State a successful outing 
before an expected sellout 
crowd 

Last week's game, played 
before a homecoming crowd 
of 9,200. was a hard-nosed 
defensive battle that produced 
some "worthwhile'' results 
despite the score 

"The big thing we gained is 


that our kids do have the 
feeling we can beat 
somebody,” Coach George 
MacIntyre said. "We re still 
limited in a lot of areas, 
playing the same young kids, 
but they are getting better I 
thought that we had two 
chances in the game to fold 
and we didn’t." 

After opening exchange of 
punts, Jacksonville State 
drove fifty-three yards to the 
UTM ten-yard line before Joe 
Hix kicked a twenty-seven 
yard field goal to give the 
Gamecocks a 3-0 lead The

Both sides exchanged 
fumbles before the Pacers 
drove to the enemy nineteen to 
set up a field goal attempt. 
Mickey Hamilton then entered 
the game and his thirty-six 
yard attempt was perfect 
This cut the deficit to 11-3 and 


gave the Pacers a chance to 
lie the game with a touchdown 
and two point conversion 
Jacksonville posed only one 
other threat which was th¬ 
warted when a forty-nine yard 
held goal attempt hit the 
crossbar and bounced awav 
"Sweetcake" Williams was 
again UTM's leading ground 
gainer with seventy-six yards 
or sixteen carries 
The Delta State Statesmen 
bring a 4-1 record into 
Saturday’s game and Coach 
MacIntyre had some com¬

The Lady Pacers came 
within five points of winning 
the UTM Volleyball 
Invitational Tournament held 
here last Friday and Satur¬ 
day. 

In the match to decide the 
tournament championship, 
the Pacers met the state's 
number one team, Memphis 
State, who the Pacers upset 
last week in a three game 
"thriller. "The Lady Pacers 
claimed the first game 12-10 as 
the eight minute time limit 
expired before either team 
could reach the fifteen-point 
goal. 

In the second game the 
Pacers took a quick 10-0 lead 
but then disaster struck in the 
form of a Tigerette server who 
began the Memphis State 
comeback with a surprisingly 
strong serve. Memphis State 
c la idled the, second game in 
overtime 15-14 In the third 
game the Pacers fell 15-11 to 
lose the first place crown to 
Memphis State. 

“When you’ve got first in 
your hands it’s very hard to 
accept second place,” Lucia 
Jones, team coach, said. 
“This just goes to show you 
how the breaks in a game can 
really alter the momentum At 
first we had the momentum 
but then Memphis State 
regained the momentum with 
a very strong service game.” 

The Memphis State game 
was the only loss for the 
Pacers as they defeated 
Austin Peay State University 
15-9 and 15-5, Lambuth 15-11 
and 15-3, Tennessee Tech 13- 
15, 13-8, and 15-13, South¬ 
western University 15-5 and 
15-7, and Middle Tennessee 
State University 15-3 and 15- 
12 . 

Despite injuries to three key 
players, Pam Childress, Rima 
Block and Marlene 
Shackleton, the Pacers were 
able to claim revenge against 
Murray State Tuesday night in 
the old gym following an early 
season loss to the Racers. 

After dropping the first 
game 16-14, the Pacers 
returned to dominate the 
second game 15-5. The Pacers 
fell behind again in the third 
game and were behind by 
scores of 11-6 and 12-10 before 


coming back to defeat the 
Racers in overtime 16-14. 

"Neither team looked too 
good in the match," Jones 
said. “We were satisfied with 
the win but the girls have got 
to regain their con¬ 
centration.” 

The Pacers will be in action 
again this weekend in the 
Memphis State Invitational 
Tournament. Sixteen teams 
will compete with the teams 
grouped into four pools. In the 
UTM pool will be the 
University of Alabama, 
Northwestern State of 

Louisiana, and the University 
of Mississippi. 

"There will be nationally- 
ranked teams in this tour¬ 
nament." Jones said. “The top 
two teams from each pool will 
advance to a single 

elimination tournament while 
the bottom two teams will 

advance to a single 

elimination tourney as Well." 

The Pacer record now 
stands at 20-8. 


The Women's Open Division
